Suppose an 
ineh of rain to fall upon only one-titth of 
this vast expanse, “ it wouM w, igh,” says 
our author, iJtitijOOOjOOOjDnii tons, ami tin- 
salt, whidi, as water, it held in solution 
in the sea, and which, when that water 
was taken up as a vapor, was left behind 
to disturb the eipiilibrium, weighed Id, 
00*t,o0U, more tuns, or nearly twice as 
much as ail the* ships in the world c<»uld 
carry at a cargo each. It might fall in a 
day ; hut occupving what time it might in 
falling, this rain is calculated to exert so 
much force —which is inconceivably great 
—in disturbing the equilibrium ot the 
ocean. If all the water discharged by the 
Mississippi during the year, were taken 
up in one mighty measure, and cast into 
the ocean at uin » Hurt, it would not make 
a greater distuhance in the equilibrium <tf 
the sea than would the fall ofrain suppos¬ 
ed. And yet, so gentle are the operations 
of nature, that movements so vast are un- 
pcrccived.
